ORE than

The Olympic Park Legacy 
Company outlined how 
the Hackney Wick site 
could become a creative 
district after the Games, 
while the Council made 
new announcements about 
support that could help 
businesses interested in 
moving into the centres. 

Mayor of Hackney 
Jules Pipe said: “The 





centres will have world- 
class communications 
infrastructure and will be 
served by excellent new 
transport links. It has been 
our vision for some time 
to see the site become a 
creative, digital and media 
hub, and I’m pleased to 
see so much interest and 
support for this from the 
industry, regional and 
central Government, and 
our partners at the Olympic 


organisations. We will 
continue to work to secure 
this employment legacy for 
our residents and for East 
London.” 

Andrew Altman, Chief 
Executive of the Olympic 
Park Legacy Company, 
said: “Innovation and 
enterprise will help define 
the long-term future of 
the Olympic Park and the 
centre site is a fundamental 
part of this.” 


Mayor of London, Boris 
Johnson, has also supported 
the centres becoming a 
media, digital and creative 
hub in legacy. 

There was significant 
interest from the media 
and creative industry 
figures who came along the 
event on 1 8 October. One 
attendee, Richard Boote, 
owner of Air Studios, said: 
“I can see an operation 
such as Air bringing both 
music recording and post 
production facilities to the 
site.”

Full impact of spending review 


AS details of the Government’s 
Comprehensive Spending 
Review become clearer, it 
appears that the majority of 
funding cuts from central 
Government to many Councils, 
including Hackney, will be 
made next year, rather than 
being spread evenly over four 
years as initially indicated. 

If this is the case, it could 
mean a reduction in 
Government funding to the 


Council of between £50 and 
£60million in the coming 
financial year (2011/1 2). 
Mayor of Hackney, Jules Pipe, 
told a meeting of Full Council: 
“The detail behind last week’s 
Government announcement 
suggests that the grant cuts 
aren’t spread across four 
years, but have been front- 
loaded to take out between 
£50 and £60million in the 
first year. 


“This means a reduction of 
around 20 per cent in the first 
year, not the 7.25 per cent 
stated by the Government. 
Unless there are further funding 
streams that are still to be 
revealed by the Government 
to make up this shortfall, the 
Council will be faced with having 
to make devastating decisions. 
Extra grant funding has been 
given to areas like ours in the 
past for good reason, but we 


will now see reductions in grant 
of more than twice the national 
average. 

“I will continue to work to 
minimise the impact of these 
cuts on our residents, and the 
protection of frontline services 
will remain our priority. I will 
be lobbying Government and 
working with colleagues in 
other authorities to ensure that 
the most deprived areas are 
treated more fairly.”

YOU may have seen recent media coverage of my 
comments about the impact of the Government cuts 
package on Hackney. 

When the Chancellor announced the settlement for local 
government on 20th October, he spoke about an average 
seven per cent reduction in grants to councils for each of 
the next four years. 

Hackney’s response was that, while this was a huge 
challenge, it was one that we felt we could meet in the 
coming year. Our track record on savings and efficiencies, 
which has helped us keep Council Tax frozen for five 
consecutive years while we improved our frontline 
services, gave us confidence that we could manage this 
grant cut while protecting the services you value.

Railings 
have been covered with 
sunflowers, beans and peas, 
and many disused areas 
have now been transformed 
into homes 
for plants.

Both estates are 
managed by Hackney 
Homes. Christophe Tabi, 
Interim Head of Estate 
Environment, said: “The 
residents are a really 
inspirational example of 
how working together 
can create such a buzz on 
the estate around growing 
your own. Hackney 
Homes is committed to 
providing support and help 
to residents interested in 
starting similar projects 
and can assist with funding 
applications.” 

Residents changed the 


landscape on Haberdasher 
by using a central pole 
and walls to grow flowers, 
vegetables and herbs 
including tomatoes, broad 
beans, lettuce, rocket, peas, 
green beans, pumpkin, baby 
squash, aubergines, mint, 
rosemary and thyme. 

NHS Communities 
Team, awarded 
the Somerford and 
Shacklewell estate a 
£7,000 grant towards 
the project. The awards 
were organised by Capital 
Growth, an initiative that 
aims to create 2,012 new 
community food growing 
spaces across London by 
the end of 2012. It also 
offers practical help, grants, 
training and support to 
groups for food growers.

So saving seven per cent or about £26m was tough, 
but possible without making cuts to front-line services. 
What wasn’t revealed in last week’s announcement was 
that there was a sting in the tail waiting for us behind the 
Chancellor’s words. 

As I explained at the last Full Council meeting, now 
that more details are coming out of the Treasury, it has 
become clear that, far from an annual saving of 7 per 
cent, more than 20 per cent of savings will need to be 
made in one single year. We believe that this will mean 
that the Government is expecting us to cut between £50m 
and £60m from next year’s budget. 

In boroughs such as Hackney the reduction in funding has 
been made worse by the removal of additional grants that 
we, and other urban areas, have been receiving to tackle 
specific problems of economic and social inequality. It 
looks as though the majority of these grants have been 
taken away and as far as we can see they won’t be given 
back. 

I am calling on the Government to think again, and I will 
personally be lobbying them on behalf of Hackney and 
councils across London to do two things: Firstly to restore 
the grants paid to inner city areas such as Hackney to 
tackle our significant levels of need. Secondly, to re-phase 
any grant cuts they insist on making so that we can 
manage the impact as we planned - evenly over the next 
four years and to protect our services and our borough.

It also played 
host to film crews for the 
new Captain America film 
and was featured on Skyl’s 
talent show Must Be The 
Music.

Residents celebrating bonfire night or Diwali are urged to 
take extra care due to a planned Fire Brigades Union strike 





If the strike goes ahead, it means that there will be reduced 
levels of emergency cover in London during the Bonfire 
Night and Diwali period. 

The Council is urging residents to consider the following 
safety advice during the strike: 

• Take extra care when cooking or smoking 

• Make sure that you have a working smoke alarm 

• If a fire breaks out, retreat to safety and call 999 

• Never go back inside a burning building. 

Residents are advised to attend an organised firework 
display. Due to the strike action, check that displays are 
still going ahead before setting out. If celebrating at home, 
remember: 

• Light fireworks at arms length with a taper. Stand well 
back 

• Never go back to fireworks once they are lit 

• Build bonfires well clear of buildings, garden sheds, 
fences and hedges 

• Never use flammable liquids to start a bonfire 

• Don’t leave a bonfire unattended. An adult should 
supervise until it has burnt out.

YOUNG deaf people are invited to an event at the Geffrye 
Museum on 20 November, where they can share their 
views and help shape hearing services in their area. 

The event aims to pull together views on local audiology 
services, as well as ottering craft activities and a chance to 
take a look at the museum’s latest exhibits. 

The event is part of Over To You, a project set up by 
the National Deaf Children’s Society (NDCS), to allow 
1 3-1 6-year-olds to share opinions on deafness, and on 
making the transition from child to adult services. 

Over To You was developed in response to a consultation 
with 1 ,400 young people, showing that more than 50 per 
cent of deaf 1 4-1 8-year-olds wanted more information on 
deafness and communication. 

Valerie Copenhagen, Project Manager at NDCS, said: 
“NDCS wants to give deaf young people an opportunity to 
tell us how they feel about their trips to the hearing doctor 
so that we can make any vital changes needed to hearing 
services for deaf young people across the UK.”

T HE Hackney Youth 
Parliament (HYP) 
election campaign 
reached its climax 
on 15 October, when 
young people turned 
out in force to cheer on 
candidates at Hackney 
Town Hall. 

The elections were 
the highlight of Local 
Democracy Week from 


11-15 October, a national 
initiative that aims to 
connect young people with 
their local council. 

The candidates had been 
campaigning since August 
to secure votes that would 
win them a seat. 

Voting took place at 
secondary schools, colleges 
and youth clubs throughout 
the week. More than 3,600 
young people aged 1 1 to 
19, who live, study or work 
in Hackney cast their votes 
across the borough’s four 
neighbourhood areas -

Homerton, North East, 
Shoreditch and Stoke 
Newington. This was a big 
increase on the previous 
election. The 20 successful 
candidates celebrated after 
a nerve-wracking count 
in the Assembly Hall, and 
the audience cheered and 


whooped in support as the 
results were announced. 

The young people will 
now join seven other 
members from different 
youth forums that make 
up the HYP. It aims to be 
the voice of young people 
in Hackney; to regularly 


consult young people on 
their views; to be involved 
in Council decision-making; 
to make positive changes; 
and to keep young people 
informed about issues that 
affect them. 

Cllr Rita Krishna, 

Cabinet Member for 
Children’s Services, said: 
“The elections are a 
fantastic example of youth 
democracy in action. 

The Council is absolutely 
committed to supporting 
the work of the Youth 
Parliament to ensure it 


continues to be an effective 
voice for young people in 
Hackney.” 

In the morning, local 
school pupils were 
invited to an information 
fair, where they could 
learn more about local 
democracy, and also about 
services available for young 
people in the borough.

What’s next for the members? 

THE new HYP members will undergo training to help them in their 
new role, before their fortnightly meetings begin. 

Over the last two years, HYP members have developed their 
own constitution, visited Downing Street and met Government 
ministers; travelled to the US to report back on the election of 
President Barrack Obama; and represented Hackney at national 
youth events. 

Among their successes has been working with the Council to gain 
funding to renovate and build youth clubs, including 
the new centre in Stoke Newington. 

They have also carried out research 
projects among young people 
on child poverty and anti-social 
behaviour, and met police and local 
councillors to ensure young people’s 
voices were getting heard around 
issues such as stop and search.

I T’S possible to have 
sensory over-stimulation 
in young fashion 
designer Rhiannon 
Jones’s studio. 

As you negotiate the 
colour clashes of her 
seemingly chaotic work-live 
space, you hope not to step 
on something delicate and 
expensive. 

The 18 -year-old has 
an energy in step with 
her numerical age, 
but wisdom beyond 
her years. Already 
she sells clothes 
internationally 
under her label 
Bolshie; has just 
exhibited designs 
at London 
Fashion Week 
(LFW); appeared 
in national 
newspapers; 
been filmed for 


a BBC documentary; and 
had her clothes donned by 
the likes of Alexandra Burke 
and Lady Gaga. Amazingly 
she arrived in Hackney from 
her hometown Beverley, 
Yorkshire, two years ago 
without knowing how to 
use a sewing machine. 

“I’ve always been into 
fashion. Pretty much as 
soon as I could speak I was 
dressing myself,” says the 
Kingsland Road resident. 

Did her early style 
jar with school life? 
Rhiannon’s face 
cringes, before she 
catches herself. She 
says: “I didn’t like 
being told what to 
do, and my school 
was very strict. I 
used to change 
my uniform; 
wearing skinny 
trousers, rips 
and stuff, 
make up and 
jewellery. And 
they hated my 
hair.” 


Rhiannon defied 
convention further by 
leaving school before she 
was supposed to sit her 
GCSEs. “I knew what I 


wanted to do and how I was 


going to do it,” she says. 

She was accepted on 
Hackney Community 
College’s (HCC) Fashion 
BTEC and came to London 
shortly after. She explains: 
“HCC cared more about 


talent, not the grades or 
what you look like. They 
taught me everything 
technical, now I can use 
my creativity to extend it 
myself.” 

But the turning point 
came during her visit to 
LFW last year. “I just 
wore a couple of things I’d 
designed, rocked up with 
my invitation and there 
were 20 paparazzi following 
me shouting ‘Over here!’ 
Suddenly newspapers and 
magazines were interested.” 

Soon after, Rhiannon 
began her first collection, 
which was subsequently 


hard not to feel the influence 
of punk. 

But Rhiannon explains: 

“I wouldn’t say I’m 
influenced by punk, but I 
do just get influenced by 
the things around me. I 
like to base everything 
in my environment, like 
having photoshoots in the 
launderette next door or the 
newsagent.” 

Are the owners happy? 

She laughs: “Yeah these 
places are my local shops. 
They know me, they know 
what I do, plus some of 
them are quite happy to 
have a bunch of girls in 
there.” 

Does she ‘smell’ the fear in 
others now she’s got a ‘taste’ 
of success? Rhiannon says: 
“Some people seem to be a 
bit, what’s she doing? She’s 
18. But you don’t always 
have to go to university 
and be in debt. Get over it I 
reckon. I don’t think it really 
matters what your age, or 
race or culture is as long as 
you’re doing good stuff.”

NEW campaign 
to encourage 
residents to 
recycle their 
unwanted clothes, shoes 
and other household 
textiles has been 
launched. 


Textiles 2010 (Make 
Your Pledge) is aimed at 
reducing the one million 
tonnes of clothes, shoes 
and textiles that end up in 
landfill each year in 
the UK. 

Residents who sign up 
to the online campaign 
could win a free place on 
a ‘sew good’ workshop. 
Run by charity TRAID 
(Textile Recycling for 
Aid and International 
Development), 
the workshops 
teach people 
how to 
turn old 
textiles 
into new 
clothing. 


Textiles 2010 is run by 
the North London Waste 
Authority (NLWA), 
which manages waste 
disposal in Hackney 
and six other London 
boroughs. 

Hackney has 50 textile 
banks at locations 
including schools and car 
parks and ‘bring sites’ 
where other materials can 
be recycled. Textiles and 
shoes can also be collected 
through the green box 
scheme. 

Most textiles are 
synthetic fabrics like 
nylon and polyester, 
which don’t break down 
if they are sent to landfill 
sites. And when natural

garments decompose 
they produce methane, a 
harmful greenhouse gas 
that contributes to climate 
change. 

The production of 
textiles also uses a lot of 
energy through making, 
packing, transporting, 
selling and caring for 
clothes, curtains, sheets 
and towels.

Get the most out of your pumpkin 


IF you carved a Halloween 
lantern from a pumpkin 
this year, there are plenty of 
alternatives to simply throwing 
it into your general waste. 

If you have a blue bin, put 
it in there, along with the 
scrapings from inside the 
pumpkin.

HREE groups of 
savvy teenagers 
who successfully 
developed their own 
businesses were rewarded 
with a guided tour of 
Hackney Town Hall and a 
meeting with the Mayor. 

Last academic year, the 
Stoke Newington School 
pupils set up on-site 
companies, putting acumen 
from their business after- 
school club into action. 

The three companies - 
offering car washing, bag 
branding and Christmas 
events management - 
explained their profit 


margins to Mayor of 
Hackney, Jules Pipe, as 
well as how overheads, 
human resources issues 
and customer complaints 
affected their businesses. 

Speaking of his car 
washing firm, Finn, 13, 
said: “Eventually we 
had so many customers 


we started hiring staff, 
so we had to come up 
with job descriptions, 
questionnaires and have 
interviews.” 

But on customer services, 
he added: “Once we got a 
formal complaint: the client 
thought we hadn’t done a 
good enough job. So we 


had to redo the work and 
pay the staff.” 

Companies split the 
profits between charity 
donations and paying 
wages for themselves 
and staff. During the 13 
October meeting, the 
Mayor explained some of 
the borough’s booming 
business sectors and the 
ways a Council is funded, 
before presenting the 
pupils with an award for 
their work. 

Career and enterprise 
teacher Barbara Bouman 
said: “The students got 
to learn all sorts of skills 
- creativity, leadership 
and business competition 
and presentation, it’s been 
great for co-operation and 
taking responsibility.” 



School’s £2.5k garden win 


A STOKE Newington 
school has collected 
£2,500 to create a wildlife 
garden, after coming 
runner-up in a biodiversity 
contest for London 
schools. 

St Thomas Abney School 
narrowly missed out on 
the £10,000 top prize in

A grassroots charity project providing 
temporary sheltered accommodation to 
homeless people is looking to boost its 
volunteer numbers for the New Year. 

On 17 November, Hackney Winter Night 
Shelter (HWNS) will hold an information 
night, revealing some of its valuable work 
and how helpers can contribute. The 
charity provides free meals and beds to 
rough sleepers at seven churches in the 
borough, while offering a friendly and safe 
environment. 

Volunteers will prepare the halls; put out 
beds; cook meals; speak with, serve and 
eat with guests; and make sandwiches 
for those unable to stay. Some helpers may 
also sleep overnight. 


HWNS started more than 1 5 years 
ago and operates each weeknight, 
accommodating up to 25 guests at a 
time. It opens on 1 January 201 1 to 
cover the gap just after New Year when 
some other homeless charity projects 
temporarily close. 

Over the four months at the start of this 
year, the charity handed out more than 
2,1 00 suppers, beds and breakfasts; had 
1 30 different people to stay; and helped 
81 people find accommodation.

an impish troubadour regaled us with 
. profanity-fuelled tales of her travels. Most 
notably, how she broke her ankle on the 
Metro; of which she still has a limp.

As we stepped back into the cold city 
air, the memory of Krystle’s velvet sound 
flowed through our veins like molten 
chocolate, thawing the pavement beneath.

IT may have been chilly, but a crowd 
hunkered down to a steaming soulful 
stew at Rich Mix’s Krystle Warren show. 
Since appearing last autumn on Later 
with Jules Holland, Kansas-born Krystle

an eager following. She’s been compared 
to Nina Simone and Jeff Buckley, but 
Warren has talent of her own.

N older resident 
who suffered a 
series of bad falls 
leading to a spell in 
hospital has since received 
day-to-day help from the 
Council, giving her the 
independence to stay in 
her own home. 

Olga, 92, lost much of 
her confidence after twice 
falling outside her Clapton 
home last year, requiring 
stitches and a hospital stay. 

She met with First 
Response Team’s (FRPT) 
John Constable, who 
explained the team’s role 


in assisting older people 
who have suffered accidents 
or faced life-threatening 
illnesses. John became an 
integral part of Olga’s life 
after she was discharged, 
helping her discover how 
she can continue to live at 
home, where she has been 
for over 70 years. She said: 
“I want to be able to walk 
out again. I don’t have the 
strength to stand for very 
long, just long enough to 
make toast.” 


Requests were made to 
have a carer visit every day 
to look after her personal 
care needs; for ‘Meals on 
Wheels’ drop-offs and a 
wheelchair was ordered to 
aid travel. Another carer 
visits up to three times a 
week to take her shopping 
or to social visits such as the 
bingo hall. 

Sadly, Olga was 
diagnosed with a terminal 
illness in February. The 
FRPT has continued to 


provide her with palliative 
care. Help is also available 
for those coming to 
terms with illness, while 
bereavement support is 
there for families. “I don’t 
know what I would do 
without John and the team, 
I couldn’t afford to pay 
for someone to come in 
everyday,” Olga said. 

This help has returned 
some of Olga’s lost 
confidence and she knows 
she is not alone.

CONSTRUCTION has begun on a new Nightingale Practice 
that will give Clapton patients access to improved clinical 
and community facilities. 

NHS City and Hackney announced that builder East London 
Lift Co was starting on the new surgery, which will provide 
close to 1 ,000 sq metres of purpose-built clinical facilities 
at an approximate cost of £2.3million. The building is due 
to be complete in September 201 1 . 

It was commissioned when it became apparent that 
existing facilities were inadequate for the growing and 
changing needs of patients. The public and patients were 
consulted on the redesign in early 2009.

A peculiar case

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k N his death in 
1 1811, The Times’ 

I obiturist wrote of 

John Passmore 
Edwards: “He did more 
good in his time than 
almost any other of his 
contemporaries. ” 

In just 14 years over 
70 major buildings were 
established as a result of 
bequests from the journalist 
and philanthropist. No 
doubt he would have been 
horrified at the dreadful 
events of 22 June, 1925, that 
took place in the Hackney 
library bearing his name. 

Recently the Archives 
discovered the story of a 
double death at the former 
Passmore Edwards Free 
Library in Kingsland Road, 
now converted into the 
flats and business units of 
Passmore House. 

By 1925, 63 year old 
Thomas Duddles had been 
caretaker of the branch 


library for 30 years, living 
on the premises with his 
disabled wife Elizabeth and 
married daughter Dorothy. 
An ex-naval man, he had 
a keen interest in firearms 
and also in photography, 
keeping a collection of guns 
in his basement workshop, 
with another area 
functioning as a dark room. 
Duddles’ assistant, Edwin 
Sarson, 36, had worked at 
the library since boyhood, 
and the two men appeared 
to get on well together. 

On the evening of 22 June 
after closing the library at 
9pm, Sarson went down 
to the basement to give Mr 
Duddles the keys. Some time 
afterwards Mrs Duddles 
heard a dull thud, which 
she took to be something 
dropping through the letter 
box. 

But when the postman 
arrived later she became 
worried. Dorothy went to 
the workshop but the door 
was locked from the inside 
and there was no reply to 
her knocking. Help was 


summoned from Abraham 
Klipstein’s shop across 
the road at number 279. 
Klipstein’s sons Raphael 
and Huda had known 
Duddles for many years. 
Raphael, a medical student, 
had obtained chemicals 
for his friend to use for his 
photography hobby, while 
Huda often visited to carry 
out odd jobs. The Klipsteins 
managed to push the key 
out from the lock and 
retrieve it using a piece 
of wire. Upon opening 
the door, Dorothy and 
the brothers were faced 
with a scene of horror. 

Sarson was face 
down in a pool 
of blood, shot 
through the 
right eye, his 
face scorched by 
the discharge. 

Two air guns 
and two rifles 
were propped 
up against the 
wall. Dorothy 
rushed into the 
street to call for

the police. She was soon 
joined by Sarson’s fiancee, 
Lydia Schwartz, who had 
been waiting with Sarson’s 
mother for him to come 
home and had set out to 
find him. 

Duddles was found in 
the dark room, lying on his 
back with bottles nearby, 
a gun under him, and 
an empty cartridge case 
beneath the workbench. 
Scrawled on top 
of the bench was 
a chalk message 
in Duddles’ 
handwriting: 
‘Awful accident. I 
am mad. Cannot 
stand it.’ He 
had swallowed 
one of his 
photographic 
chemicals, 
Prussic Acid 
(Potassium 
Cyanide), and 
died almost 
instantly. 

At the 
inquest, 
Duddles’ son 
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Charles described how his 
father always took great 
care when cleaning his guns. 
It was suggested that this 
was what he had been doing 
when he had accidentally 
shot his assistant. Cleaning 
materials on the workbench 
suggested this may have 
been the case. The two men 
always seemed to be on the 
best of terms, but Duddles 
was nearing retirement age 
and did not wish to leave 
his post but stay on and 
increase his pension. Was 
he angry that Sarson would 
replace him? Had Sarson’s 
death in fact been murder? 

Sarson had told Huda 
Klipstein that he wasn’t 
keen on the senior post, and 
had recently complained to 
his mother that ‘Mr Duddles 
is so hard to get on with. He 
wants me to do two men’s 


work instead of one’. Lydia 
Schwartz said Duddles had 
threatened to get Sarson 
out from his post, although 
nobody was aware of any 
fight between the two men. 

The inquest jury returned 
a decision of suicide whilst 
of unsound mind in the case 
of Duddles, and an open 
verdict in that of Sarson. 
The Coroner agreed that 
it was the only possible 
verdict in the peculiar 
circumstances of the case. 

Mrs Duddles was 
granted a yearly allowance 
by Shoreditch Borough 
Council, but died on 25 
September 1925 from 
complications to a fractured 
femur. Whether Lydia 
Schwartz, who had been 
engaged to Sarson for three 
years, ever found another 
sweetheart is unknown.

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Back in the saddle 


NEW Hackney 
Police unit has 
reunited 14 bikes 
with their rightful 
owners - in its first 
fortnight. 

The Cycle Crime Unit, 
made up of PC Maz 
Lovegrove and PC Nicola 
Irvine, has so far carried out 
two operations, which have 
resulted in the recovery of 
nine high-value stolen bikes, 
worth around £6,000. 

Yvonne Adenle spent 
around £1,000 to buy 


her bike and bring 
it to Hackney from 
Switzerland. She said: “I 
was amazed and delighted 
to get my bike back, 
which had been stolen 
in a burglary in August. 

I brought it over from 
Switzerland and I am a 
Swiss national, so it was 
more than just an object 
to me.” 

PC Lovegrove said: 
“Our team is focused on 
cracking down on bicycle 
thieves; reuniting bikes 


with their owners; and 
working with residents 
and visitors to help prevent 
them from becoming 
victims of bike crime.” 

The team also works 
with cycle shops, 
encouraging them to 
register cycle frame 
numbers and owners’ 
details at the point of 
purchase. 

Recovered cycles that 
cannot be traced back to 
their owners are donated 
to charities in the borough. 


Jo Roach, project manager 
at Pedal Power, said, “Our 
bikes allow people with 
profound and complex 
needs to enjoy cycling, 
with some of our members 
training for the Special 
Olympics.”

2011 Census workers
